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IBRITISH FRONT SHORTENED, 
REINFORCED, AND CONDITION 


IMPROVEMENT 


Col. Swinton, Eye Witness, Argues That in This 
War:of Exhaustion Final Success Will De- 
‘pend on Raw Material of the Nations. 


By Associated Press, 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—Col. BE. D. Swinton 
of the intelligence department of the 
general staff of the British expedi- 
tionary force in France and Belgium, 
in @ narrative dated Nov, 2%, gives a 
general review of the development, of 
the situation for six weeks preceding 
that date, a 
There has recently been a lull in the 
active operations, he says. No progress 
has been made by either side and yet 
there ha’ come about an important 
modification comprising a readjustment 
in the scope of the part played by the 
British army as a whole. He explains 
the movement from the River Aisne to 
the Beigian frontier to prolong the left 
flank of the French army and says that 
in attempting’ this the British force was 
compelled to assume responsibility for 
a very extended action of the front: 
He points out, as did Gen. French, Com- 
mander in Chief of the British forces, 
that the British held only one-twelfth 
of the line, so that the greater share 
of the common task of opposing thé 
enemy fell, and still falls, to the French, 
while the Belgians played an almost 
vital part. 


Allies Greatly Outnumbered. . 
With the fall of Antwerp the Germans 
made every effort to push forward a he- 
sieging force toward the west and has- 
tened to bring up a new army corps, 
which had been hastily ,raised and 
trained, their object being to drive the 
allies out of Belgium and break through 
to Dunkirk and Calais. Altogether they 
had 250,000 fresh men. Eventually the 
Germans had, north of La Bassee, about 
fourteen corps and eight cavalry divi- 
sions, that is.a “force of three-quarters 
of a million men with which to attempt 
to drive the allies into the sea. In ad- 
dition, there was immensely powerful 
armament and heavy siege artillery, 
which also had been brought up from 
around Antwerp.”’ 

The official eye witness tells of the 
blows delivered by the Germans at Nieu- 
port, Dixmude and Ypres, where ‘‘at 
first the allies were greatly outnum- 
bered.”’ 

For a whole month the British army 
around Ypres succeeded in holding its 
ground against repeated onslaught made 
by vastly superior forces.. The writer 
goes into details of the German attack 
and describes how they were frustrated 
by the allies. The British force, Col. 
Swinton says, which consisted all along 
of the same units, had ‘“‘to withstand an 
almost continuous bombardment and to 
meet one deBperate assault after another, 

‘each carried out by fresh units from the 
large numbers which the Germans were 
devoting to the operation.’’ Finally 

the French came ‘wt their assistance 
“and never was help. more welcome, for 
by then our small local reserve had 
again and again been thrown into the 
fight in the execution of counter attacks | 
and our men were exhausted by the in- 
gessant fighting.’’ 


British Front Shortened. 

The British front now has been con- 
siderably shortened and in addition has 
been reinforced, while a lull in the ac- 
tivity has enabled the commanders to 
readjust their forces, strengthen their 
positions and bring up reserves. There 
has, therefore, ‘“‘been a great general im- 
provement in the condition under which 
we are carrying on the fight.”’ 

.©Of the fighting which preceded this re- 
organization the writer says it was due 
solely to the resource; initiative and en- 
durance of the regimental officers and 
men that success has lain with the 
British. He continues: 

“As the struggle swayed backward and 
forward through wood and hamlet the 
fighting assumed “a most confused and 
desperate character. The units became 
inextricably mixed and, in many cases, 
in onder to strengthen some threatened

officers had to collect and throw into 
the fight what men they could, regard- 
less of the units to which they be- 
longed. Our casualties have been se- 
vere, but we have been fighting a bat- 
tle—and a battle implies casualties; and.

“The duty of the French, Belgian and 
British in the western theater of opera- 
tions has been to act as a containing 
force, in other words, to hold on to and 
to keep occupied as many of the enemy 
as possible while the Russians were at- 
tacking in the east. In this we have 
succeeded in playing our part and by 
our resistance have contributed materi- 
ally toward the success ofe the cam- 
paign. Moreover, our losses have not 
impaired our fighting efficiency. The 
troops have required only a slight re- 
spite in order to be able to continue the 
action with as much determination ‘as 
ever. They are physically fit and well 
fed and have suffered merely from the 
fatigue which is inseparable from a 
protracted struggle such as they have 
been through. 


Effect of Discipline Seen. 


“The severest handling by the enemy 
has never had more than a temporary 
effect on their spirits, which have soon 
recovered, owing td the years of disci- 
pline and training to which the officers 
arid men have been accustomed. 


fhe value of such preparation is as 
noticeable-on the side of the enemy as 
on our own. The phenomenal losses 
suffered by the Germans’ new forma- 
tions have been remarkable, and they 
were in part due to their lack of train- 
ing. Moreover, though at. the first on- 
set these formations advanced to the 
attack as bravely as their active corps, 
they have not by any means.shown the 
same recuperative powers. The Twenty- 
seventh corps, for instance; which is a 
new formation composed principally of 
men with from only seven to 12 weeks’ 
training, ‘has not yet recovered from its 
first encounter with the British in- 
fantry around Becelaere, to the north- 
east of Ypres, a month ago. On the 
other hand, the guard corps, in spite 
of having suffered severely in Belgium, 
of having been thrown headlong across 
the Oise River at Guise and having lost 
large numbers on the plain of Com- 
plegne and at the banks of the Aisne 
aciver, advanced against Ypres on the 
lith of November as bravely as they 
did on the Mth of August.”’ 
The allies, Col. Swinton continues, 
have undergone great sacrifices to de- 
fend, against tremendous odds, a line 
that could only be maintained by mak- 
ing these sacrifices; but the fact that 
the situation has been relieved is no 
reason for assuming that the enemy has 
abandoned his intentions of pressing 
through to the sea.

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Australia’s War Expenses 
for the Year, $58,000,000 


SYDNEY, Australia, Dec. 4.~The Gov- 
ernment estimates Australia’s expenses 
in connection with the war at $58,000,000 
for the year. The budget speech ex- 
presses the hope “that the day is not 
far distant when the sister dominion 
of New Zealand, while maintaining her 
identity unimpaired, will be closely as- 
sociated with Atstralia.”’ 

The speech adds "that the war: prob- 
ably will bring us new obligations in the 
Pacific.” 

The existing preference rates to goods 
produced in and shipped from the Unit- 
ed Kingdom to Australia, as against the 
goods of other countries, have been ad- 
vanced in favor of Great Britain from 
5 to 10 per cent in the case of almost all 
imported dry goods. The duties payable 
by foreigners sending goods into Aus- 
tralia also have been increased from 56 
to 10 per cent and Great Britain has 
been granted preference rates on cer- 
tain products which heretofore have not 
been in the preferential class.

fragettes made a fine showing. 

While it is admitted by Mrs. Fox that 
war may jeopardize somewhat the finan- 
cial resources of the_union, it at least 
is aiding the general health of the or- 
ganization, for Mrs. Pankhurst is in fine 
health, as well as others who have seen 
the inside of English jails recently in 
the last year. Mrs. Fox said: 

“Dear Mrs: Pankhurst: is feeling we!) 
and so are the others of us who were 
relentlessly persecuted by the Govern- 
ment. It is a great relief to the mind 
not to have detectives dogging our foot- 
steps everywhere.” 

Mrs. Fox said the union was working 
as an organization solely in the aid 


fof the Government at the present time, 


but that did not hinder its personal ef- 
forts to further the cause. Just now, 
she added, the union wag not embar- 
rassed by any financial shortage, but 
the effects of war might curtail the do- 
nations later. 

When asked if attempts were to. be 
made to raise funds in America she 
said no plans were made, yet, although 
Mrs’ Pankhurst might go to America 
early next year. 

Speaking of the war, she said: ‘‘We 
have no doubt England will win, but 
ehe will be thoroughly chastened, and 
under such circumstances we believe 
M will not be necessary to resort again 
to militancy to secure what we want, 
but if we are not successful then we 
will return to militant methods again.’’ 
Mrs. Fox, while making no outright 
criticism of the present censorship, de- 
clared: ‘“‘We are keéping track of 
events, and when the war is over rest 
assured our tongues will be loosed.’’ 

She did not attribute the slow re- 
sponse to calls for recruits to lack of 
patriotism, saying: “It ‘is a lack of 
knowledge of the situation which causes 
apathy. It is the same thing which we 
had to combat In our calise. Many are 
willing to pay homage to a brave army, 
But never consider their own responsi- 
bilitles. It is one of the traits of peo-’ 
ple to let Others do the work.”

IN FLANDERS, Dec. 3. via. Paris, 
Dec. 4.—A visit + jthe French trenches 
in Flanders by a Setiad ndent of the 
Associated Press, under the auspices ot 
the French general staff, 
scribed: 

Standing in the shelter of a wonderful- 
ly ingenuous and deep-dug trench, on

absence of Movement and the lack of 
noise. Within range of vision with a 
strong field glass, there are worobably 
concealed 100,000 men, yet except for the 
few French soldiers, with rifles in their 
hands, standing or kneeling in the im- 
mediate vicinity and keenly peering over 
the flat land toward the positions known 
to be held by the Germans, no human 
presence was notieeable.” 


Germans Well Concaled. 

A staff officer supplied the informa. 
tion that from behind a slight slope 
some 300 yards away many Germa 
guns were hidden from sight, but only 
an occasional burst of flame and a sharp 
whirring sound coming from an indefi- 
nite point told of the presence of this 
artillery. ' 

A little forest to the left is believed 
to be bristling with machine guns, 
backed by infantry in rifle pits an4 
covered trenches. The approach to thes+ 
positions has been made almost impos- 
sible from the standpvuint of an infantry 
‘attack by barbed-wire entanglements 
strewn with brush and branches of trees 
, Behind the advanced line of the 
allies, which thus far has succeeded 
in holding back the strong forward 
moverients of the German troops, are 
large bodies of fresh reserves ready 
to give their help in stopping any at- 
tempted rush of the Germans for the 
channel ports. 

Cavalrymen Used in Trenches. 

Troops of cavalrymen Stand at the 
heads of their chargers in neighbor- 
ing villages, ready to jump into the 
saddle at a moment's call and stem 
any’ torrent of infantry which may 
break through the lines of defense. 
Other cavalry regiments, owing to 
the small extent to which horsemen 
may be used in this burrowing cam- 
paign, have been supplied with rifles 
and bayonets and are taking their 
turn in the trenches. In many in- 
stances they have proved their versa- 
tility and displayed great dash. 

The artillerymen, who often have 
suffered severely from the destruc- 
tive fire of shel and shrapnel, have 
now learned to seek proper cover and 
conceal their positions, so that the 
hostile airmen, who constantly hover 
overhead, can rarely discern them. 

Aeronauts are compelled to Keep to a 
considerable height in consequence of 
the accuracy of the cannon fire. The 
military authorities have ordered them 
not to run any more risks than are 
necessary since each airman is a valu- 
able asset whose loss would be almost 
a calamity to the army to which he is 
attached. These precautions, however, 
do not prevent the aeronautsg from un- 
dertaking many: dafing feats, during 
which their lives are in constant dan- 
ger. In this way they have obtained 
information which is invaluable. 

Transport. Men in Peril.’ 

One branch of the service which is 
often overlooked is the transport de- 
partment. _The men engaged in this 
work are daily on the most perilous 
parts of the field carrying ammunition 
and food to the men in the trenches. 

Surveillance over the territory in 
which fighting’“is under way becomes 
more strict every week. No one, wheth- 
er soldier or civilian, is permitted to 
pass the sentinels at the entrance to or 
exit from villages and tawns without a 
permit stamped by the ‘military au- 
thorities. 

At every. grade crossing sentries are 
posted with orders of the most strin- 
gent kind to examine the papers of 
every person who attempts to pass.

These men are jaded and worn, They 
stay’ in the trenches for days at a time 
and are constantly under artillery fire 
as well as being subjected to infantry 
attacks. As one group goes back to 
rest, another moves forward to take its 
place, and the men going into action 
cheer those who are retiring from the 
line of fire. 

Along the country roads, in the flelds 
and in the yards of farmhouses Frencii 
soldiers could be seen making them- 
selves as comfortable and as happy as 
possible in the cold and wet weather. 
Their camp fires dotted the roadside and 
over them were boiling great kettles of 
soup. Here the men sat in groups un- 
der such shelter from the rain as they 
could improvise and passed their hours 
in eating, sleeping, talking and play- 
ing.

NORTHEASTERN FRANCE, Dec. 4— 
Fierce fighting is taking plate along 4 
considerable portion of the battle line 
The Germans have anticipated the con- 
certed forward movement of the allies 
by making a spirited attack themselves. 
The allies have not been taken by sur- 
prise and are now in a position to bide 
their time. The new German offensive 
probably will not cause them to change 
their well-matured plans. The new at- 
tack so far has met with no success. 
It has »cxtended more or iess along 
the whole line, but has concentrated 
principally to the north of Ypres and on 
toward Dixmude. The fighting has been 
r:ost severe, but all attacks have been 
successfully repulsed. 

Attempt to Cross on Rafts. 
In the dark hours before dawn 
Wednesday morning a large force of 
Germans crossed the flood waters of the 
Yeer on broad rafts. The venture was a 
desperate one, for not a man who set 
out on it could have been ignorant of 
ite fact that death was almost certainly | 
awaiting him. | 
The rafts were punted through the 
shallow waters in silence. Each car- 
ricd about or @ men and machine 
guns. Awaiting the dawn, another fleet 
of rafts, drawn by motor boats, was on 
the German side of: the muddy waters. 
but before dawn the plot was discovered 
and when daybreak did arrive the artil- 
lery of the’ allies met the advancing 
Germans with devastating effect. 
Yet, in spite of their lesses, these Ger- 
mans, brave even to madness, still es- 
sayed the crossing. - They were partly 
covered by a heavy cannonade of their 
field artillery and until midday persist- 
ed in their plan. Several! rafts were 
upset in midstream by the fire of ths 
French guns and a great number of 
Germans were drowned as well as shot. 


Vigorous Artillery Duel. 

The attack eventually ceased after the 
Germans had suffered great losses in 
men and machines, but the _ artillerv 
kept up a-determined bombardment of 
the allied positions, meeting with a vig- 
orous reply. 

The Germans have withdrawn their 
heavy artillery, on account of the muddy 
country, but they have now brought 
into action a new weapon, which is ex- 
ceedingly well adapted to the changed 
nature of the warfare. Numbers of fight 
guns with a range up to seven kilo- 
meters (4.23 miles) have been mounted 
on powerful motor trucks, solidly con- 
structed and fitted with exceptionally 
large springs. These keep the guns|. 
stéady while being fired and break ‘the 
force of the recoil. The obvious ad 
vantage of this is that the guns can be 
moved speedily along roads which would 
be impassable to guns of heavier cali- 
ber.

Premier Salandra said in his state- 
ment that the European conflict broke 
out suddenly without involving Italy 
directly, and in spite of her efforts to 
avert the war for the sake of peace 
and civilization. A careful study of 
her treaty obligations and the causes 
of ‘the conflict convinced the Govern- 
ment that, Italy was not called upon to 
participate and she accordingly de- 
clared her neutrality. In view of the 
necessity of protecting’ Italian inter- 
ests, however, a declaration of neutral- 
ity alone was not sufficient to safe- 
guard the country against contingencies 
which might arise in consequence of 
such an enormous upheaval.

He asked that the people be ready to 
make any sacrifice and that conflicting 
political and economic aspirations be 
set aside for the time being by all 
parties, groups and classes, since at the 
present time the solidarity of all ele- 
ments was essential. The Government 
would consider it entirely improper, he 
said, to consider solely the policies of 
any one party, and accordingly request- 
ed the patriotic co-operation of all 
members of Parliament, that it might 
possess the strength necessary to ac- 
complish the hard task before it.

7000 Shares Owned by W. H.

The 7000 shares of National Bank of 
Commerce stock owned by the W. H. 
Thompson estate, about one-fourteenth 
of the total number, have been sold to 
a-syndicate of Kansas City people head- 
ed by Walter S. Dickey and J. J. Heim, 
according to reports circulated in the 
financial district. The sale, which was 
made last July at the price of $127 a 
share, was confirmed by Sam Thompson, 
son of the late William H. Thompson, 
former president of the bank. 

Officials of the Bank of Commerce 
said today that they believed that the 
stock had been sold, but that as it had 
not been transferred on the books, they 
were in ignorance as to the identity of 
the purchasers. The sale was made 
shortly before the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war, when the stock was quoted 
jat about $127. Bank of Commerce stock 
is selling at $10: a share today. 

It is said that Dickey, who is a man- 
ufacturer and a Republican politician, 
and Heim, who is a brewer, were eager 
to invest some of their money in the 
stock of a St. Louis bank. J. W. Perry, 
former vice-president of the Bank of 
Commerce, is now president of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce in Kansas 
City. He is said also to be interested 
in the syndicate.

Henderson Wants His Men to 
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(Fourth Floor.) 
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end of six months’ service as firemen. 
This is one of the purposes of Chief 
Henderson's order to 900-odd firemen to 


memorize the numbers of fire alarm 
boxes and the location of fire plugs in 
their districts. 

“I want to rid the department of anv 
young men who get on with the hope 
of having plenty of time to can beer 
and smoke cigarettes,” the Fire Chief 
said. “The law provides that, after 
serving six months in the department, 
the pay of a private shall be increased 
from $60 to $90 a month. I am going to 
lay off every man who cannot pass an 
examination at the end of six months 
instead of increasing his pay. The sus- 
pension will be permanent unless the 
candidate is able to persuade me that 
he has improved properly.” 

Old Members Must Study. 

Chief Henderson said he would per- 

sonally conduct the oral examination of 
the six-month privates, and would als) 
apply the test to candidates*\of longer 
‘service for :promotio.:. The of mém- 
ber is expected to study the same sub- 
jects as the newcomer in the depart- 
ment. 

‘The veteran fire fighters know the 
numbers of boxes in their districts, ana 
where to look for a fire plug in every 
block they visit,’’ said the Chief. “If 
the new men cannot acquire this in- 
formation in six months I don’t thin« 
they would make capable firemen, and 
I am going to lay them off, as the law 
permits.” : 

“T want every fireman in a station 
when he hears a gong ring 41 to be able 
to say, “That’s Fourth and Pine,’ if the 
watchman yells ‘Tenth and Washing- 
ton.’ 

“T -want every man to be able to 
carry a hose to the nearest fire plug 
without looking at a blue print, even 
If there is six feet of snow concealing it 
from view:’’ 

Close Inspection to Be Made. 

Henderson has divided the city into 
72 inspection districts, and will hold 
‘the men in each responsible for all that 
occurs. They must be able to explain 
as far as possible the cause of every 
fire, and if it is not of accidental origin 
the men will be expected to do police 
duty and discover the cause of the 
blaze. If it develops that a fire started 
in rubbish it will be up to the men in 
the district to show why they failed to 
have the rubbish cleared away in the 

‘ gourse of inspection. 

“The best way to fight fires is to pre- 
vent them,”’ said Henderson. “‘The fire 
department is going to inspect regular- 
ly every building, shed and combustible 
structure in the fire limits, and’ we are 
going to furnish information to the 
proper authorities against all who 
maintain conditions which are apt to 
jead to fire or to the loss of life in the 


event of fire.”

This means, among other things, that Northern 
farmers who have long been selling some hun- 
dreds of millions a year of grain, hay, meats, but- 
ter, eggs and other forage and food crops to the 
South’s cotton growers, will hereafter be at lib-

Plans for 2 subway, being considered by the 
Kiel administration as the next step, after the 
Central, Paricway, in the city’s development, are 
interesting news for St. Louis people.

Invisible government was responsible for the

When President Wil- 
son brought about the extirpation of the “insidious 
lobby” he not only removed a cause of reproach 
from Congress, but relieved “the interests’ of a 
Frankenstein they had themselves created. 

The particular one of Lamar’s manifold offenses 
selected to form the basis of a prosecution is im- 
portant only as illustrating his methods. Lobby- 
ists on the one hand brought ‘Congress under un- 
wholesome influence and on the other practiced 
extortion on their employes. They caused restrict- 
ive legislation to be introduced_to force retainers 
from those affected by the legislation. To im- 
press deluded clients with their usefulness they 
pretended a fictitious intimacy with congressional 
leaders. In some instances, as in this, they did 
not hesitate to represent themselves as Congress- 
men, 

How many upright men have been brought 
under unjust suspicion will never be computed. 
They were confidence men, sellers of gold bricks, 
blackmailers, as well as those despicable tools of 
corruption which have been familiar in parlia- 
mentary transactions for generations. One of the 
great achievements of the administration is the 
dispersal of this organized source of debasement 
that contaminated all who had dealings: with it. 

Many lobbyists who escaped were as guilty, but 
that does not affect the justice of Lamar’s punish- 
ment. His a; pearance as the goat on which the 
final staggering blow to the whole lobby system 
is inflicted will excite no sympathy. 
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' WABASH ROUNDHOUSE NEUTRALITY. 

As teaching the advantage of the strictest kind 
of neutrality, the -lesson of the Wabash’ round- 
house should not be lost on us. ‘Just what it was 
that Thomas Flannery tried to do when he found 
two brother workers engaged in a battle of Ypres 
is not particularly vital. Perhaps he thought to 
impress on them his own private view as to who 
was responsible for starting the lamentable con- 
flict. Possibly he insisted on telling them how 
foolish and unnecessary it is to fight. .

Pablo Gonzales, taking to the field with 8000 sol- 
diers, a portion of Carranza’s army, declares he 
is the only genuine provisional President, by ‘per- 
sonal appointment—his own. 

Zapata, who fought Diaz, Madero and Carransa 
in turn, and whose attitude toward Villa was so 
uncertain the crafty Pancho didn't risk entering 
Mexico City, where Zapata ruled by proxy, until 
he had first sent a strong force. ahead, has been 
invited to help Villa smash Carranza, but has not 
yet accepted the invitation.

the Mexicans, now they are at it, to pick their 
own leader by a process of elimination.

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MINUTES, REVIVED 
SURGEON ASSERTS 


Feat Said to Have Been Accom- 
plished During Operation by 
Heart. Manipulation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal, Dec. 4-—Dead 


and brought to life again through the 
manipulation of the heart by the fingers 
of a surgeon is, according to one of 
the surgeons present, the remarkable 
experience of Mrs. Walter W. Akers, 
wife of the manag of the California 
Fruit Products, at’the Good Samaritan 


Hospital yesterday. 
“Mrs. Akers was actually dead,” said 


Dr. P. M. Williams, ‘‘Shne refused to re- 
spond to the usual tests in such cases; 
her eyes were fixed with that glassy 
stare that tells of the final sleep; 
there was no pulse. 

“The others in the audience were Dr. 
W. S. Holman, who was administering 
an anesthetic for a major operation 
upon Mrs. Akers, and Dr. C. S. Hutch- 
ingson. 

“Dr Holman was first to discover 
complete collapge,”’ continued Dr. Wil- 
liams. ‘We were working On an ab- 
dominal operation—laparotomy. We all 
instantly realized that all was over. 
Mr. Akers was summoned from the 
next room and at once gave up all 
hope. But, somehow, we were not sat- 
isfied.. As if by intuition, we began an 
effort to induce artificial respiration. 
But our efforts were futile. 

“Then Dr. Hutchinson inserted his 
finger in the opening made in the ab- 
domen and slowly pushed upward until 
he had one finger on top of the heart 
and his thumb at the bottom. A slight 
compression was made, another and 
then another until he was contracting 
and dilating the organ of life in simula- 
tion of heart throbs. 

“After a time—it seemed hours to 

e, but in reality it was but a few 
moments—the heart began to expand and 
collapse under the surgeon’s manipula- 
tion, blood resumed a sluggish circula- 
tion and the lungs slowly, faintly, took 
up their burden. 

“By the use of oxygen and artificial 
respiration the patient was soon con- 
scious. She rallied with marvelous fa- 
cility and within 15 minutes we had 
given her another anesthetic and com- 
pleted the first operation. The whole 
time she was in the operating room 
was two hours.”’ 

Mrs, Akers is now reported to be 
resting easily with every indication of 
a speedy recovery. With her husband 
she came here a few months ago from 
Boston, where she is socially prominent, 
A complete report of the cast is being 
written for the medical journals. 

“It was not a theoretical death,” said 
Dr. Williams, ‘‘or the resuscitation of 
a person from a state of coma, as is 
usually understood. Mrs. Akers was 
actually dead.’’ 

The restoration, opens a new field 
of research for students of physical sci- 
ence as for one thing, where was the 
soul of Mrs. Akers during the 10 min- 
utes that she was dead?
